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f. TEMPERTON OF GOLODETZ HAS DEPARTED BANGKOK FOR LONDON 
AFTER WEEK OF INTERMITTENT NEGOTIATIONS WITH MEMBERS OF 
INTRA-GO VERNMENTAL COMMITTEE ON SUGAR PRODUCTION AND 
SALES AND INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS WITH GOVT OFFICIALS AND EX- 
OFFICIALS DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY INVOLVED IN MAKING SUGAR 
EXPORT POLICY DECISIONS. TELEPHONING EMBASSY COMATT 
NOVEMBER 22, HE APOLOGIZED FOR NOT HAVING RETURNED OUR 
CALLS, BUT SAID, "NO NEWS IS GOOD NEWS", INDICATING THAT 
HE THOUGHT SOME PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE IN REACHING AGREE- 
MENT ON AMENDMENTS TO LONG-TERM SUGAR CONTRACTS. HE 
REPORTED HE HAD LEFT WITH COMMITTEE GOLODETZ' FINAL 
AMENDED CONTRACT WHICH HE SAID GOLODETZ COULD LIVE WITH, 
ALTHOUGH ADMITTING THAT THE OTHER CONTRACTOR (KUOK BROS. 

OF SINGAPORE, WHICH GOLODETZ HAS BEEN WORKING CLOSELY) 

WAS NOT TOO HAPPY WITH THE CONESSIONS WHICH HAD BEEN MADE. 

2. IN ADDITION TO VARIOUS RELATIVELY MINOR AMENDMENTS TO 
CONTRACTS NEGOTIATED IN 1973. COLODETZ' MAIOR CONCESSION 
WAS AGREEMENT TO ELIMINATE SO-CALLED QTE MONOPOLY CLAUSE 
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UNQTE IN CONTRACT WHEREBY GOLODETZ (AND KUOK BROS.) GET 
FIRST OPTION ON PURCHASE ANY SUGAR ABOVE CONTRACT AMOUNT OF 
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MINIMUM 150,000 TONS, MAXIMUM 300,000 TONS ANNUALLY. AC- 
CORDING TEMPERTON, HOWEVER, THERE IS STILL SOME DISAGREE- 
MENT AMONG THAI ON WHETHER GOLODETZ SHOULD EVEN BE PER- 
MITTED TO COMPETE ON SUGAR ABOVE CONTRACTUAL AMOUNT, AND 
ALSO ON WHETHR CUT-OFF AMOUNT SHOULD BE 150,000 TONS OR 
300,000 TONS. IN ANY EVENT, RTG OFFICIALS AND SUGAR MILLERS 
ARE TO MEET THIS WEEK TO DISCUSS AMENDED CONTRACT WITH 
DECISION TO BE MADE WITHIN FOURTEEN DAYS ON RECOMMENDATIONS 
TO BE MADE TO CABINET. 

3. THERE ARE EVIDENTLY MANY RTG OFFICIALS AND EX-OFFICIALS 
WITH VARYING INTERESTS AND INFLUENCE IN THIS MATTER. AC- 
CORDING TEMPERTON, GENERAL KRIT SAVARA AND OSOT KOSIN, BOTH 
FORMER MINISTERS OF INDUSTRY.BACK GOLODETZ POSITION, 

WHILE OTHERS, INCLUDING NESDB DIRECTOR GENERAL DR. SANO 
UNAKUN AND THAI SUGAR CORPORATION (TSC) DEPUTY MANAGING 
DIRECTOR CHALOR SAMBHAND ARAKS, DO NOT. 

4. ANOTHER ISSUE IS THREATENED ABOLISHMENT OF THAI SUGAR 
CORPORATION WITH WHICH GOLODETZ HAS ITS CONTRACT, AND 
REPLACEMENT OF IT WITH NEW PRIVATE CORPORATION, WHICH WOULD 
EVIDENTLY SEEK TO NEGOTIATE NEW CONTRACTS, MOST LIKELY WITH 
FOUR JAPANESE FIRMS WHICH HAVE BEEN WRITING MINISTER OF 
INDUSTRY PROPOSING LONG-TERM CONTRACTS. THIS PROSPECT IS 
FOAVORED BY TSC DEPUTY MANAGING DIRECTOR CHALOR, WHO HAS 
ALLEGEDLY RESIGNED THAT POSITION TO BECOME HEAD OF NEWS 
CORPORATION. WHILE TEMPERTON DID NOT RULE OUT POSSIBILITY 
NEW CORPORATION MIGHT BE FORMED, HE SAID MOST OFFICIALS 
SEEM TO BE AGAINST IDEA OF ABOLISHMENT OF TSC. 

5. TEMPERTON SAID HE WOULD NOW JUST AWAIT DEVELOPMENTS, AND 
THAT IF MATTERS COME TO A STALEMATE HE WOULD REQUEST EMBASSY'S 
ASSISTANCE. ARBITRATION CASES HAVE BEEN PREPARED TO BE 

USED IF NECESSARY.
